British Laborites 
Will Give Bevan 
Chance To Repent 
LONDON UFI— The British Labor 
party’s National Executive today 
decided to give Aneurin Bevan a 
chance to repent for his rebellion 
against the party leadership before 
voting on expelling him. 
The 28-member board met for 3 
hours and 15 minutes behind closed 
doors. When the meeting broke up, 
a member was asked whether the 
rebellious Welshman had been ex­ 
pelled: 
“No,” he replied, “not yet at any 
rate. There will be a statement 
later.” 
“We appointed an eight-man sub­ 
committee to interview the left 
wing leader and to get assurances 
about his future conduct,” a party 
spokesman added. 
There were indications the left 
and right wings of the party agreed 
to try to work out some kind of 
compromise.

Paris Pact 
Okay First 


Says Once Treaties 
Ratified, Then Big 4 
Talk May Be Studied 


WASHINGTON Ut) — President 
Eisenhower said today that once 
the Paris agreements are ratified 
it might be time for exploratory 
talks looking toward a meeting of 
Big Power chiefs of state. 
The President told his news con­ 
ference he would make a lot of 
concessions 
to 
get 
exploratory 
talks at a lower level. But he 
added it was different when you 
are considering a meeting at the 
summit. 
What he wanted then, Eisen 
hower said, was assurance that 
the Russians meant business. He 
said they had violated their prom­ 
ises so often and left us hanging 
on a limb that it made him wary. 
Eisenhower said there was no 
great difference between his view­ 
point and that of Sen. George 
(D-Ga), who has proposed that the 
President initiate a big power con­ 
ference meeting. 
George has said he would want 
ratification of the Paris agree­ 
ments—calling for rearming Ger­ 
m any-before a big power session. 
Eisenhower said there is no place 
on earth he would not travel in 
order to obtain an honorable peace, 
and no chore he would not under­ 
take if it promised the faintest hope 
of promoting the general cause of 
world peace. 
He said, however, that he would 
not favor any conference which 
could be used for sheer propaganda 
purposes by the Communists. 
Eisenhower said that with the 
ratification of the Paris agree­ 
ments still pending it was best not 
to muddy the waters at this time 
with a high-level conference. 
Once this ratification was com­ 
pleted, he said, exploratory talks 
could be taken up on a different 
evel than that of the chiefs of 
state. 
Eisenhower said that as Presi­ 
dent his duties differ greatly from 
those of other heads of state. He 
said it is not so simple for him to 
arrange to attend a meeting at 
the summit. 
In response to questions about 
George’s proposal that a big power 
meeting be held without prior con­ 
crete show of faith by the Russians, 
the President said he had never 
intimated that his demand for 
deeds rather than words from the 
Soviets be limited to specific m at­ 
ters. 
Eisenhower said there is a whole 
field in which the Russians could 
show their good faith. He said he 
is not insisting necessarily that 
they agree in advance of a con

Officials of schools and health 
offices in Columbiana, H a n c o c k 
and Beaver Counties have b e e n 
making plans for over two weeks 
to start mass inoculation of their 
first and second grade children—in 
the expectation the Salk serum will 
be approved. 
Hie announcement will be made 
by Dr. Thomas F. Francis Jr., of 
Michigan, head of a team which 
has been analyzing the results of 
Salk vaccine trials involving near­ 
ly 2 million children. 
The April 12 news conference— 


to answer the worldwide question 
of whether the Salk vaccine sig­ 
nals the end of polio—was an­ 
nounced last night. 
The date and place were given 
out jointly by Basil O’Connor, pres­ 
ident of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis, and Dr. 
Harlan Hatcher, president of the 
University of Michigan, after a 
conference at New York. 
O’Connor and Hatcher gave no 
hint whether the vaccine protects 
children — or how well — but there 
is widespread optimism that Salk 
vaccinations can end paralytic po­ 
lio. 
Physicians and scientists from 
all parts of the nation have been 
invited to the April 12 conference, 
which will come on the 10th ani-

U.S., British Hope 
It s Last Step For OK 
Of Paris Treaties 


PARIS UFI — Long-sought West 
German rearm am ent came up for 
debate in the French Senate today. 
The British and U.S. governnments 
hoped this was the final parlia­ 
mentary step in France’s ratifica­ 
tion of the Paris treaties. 
Observers 
generally 
predicted 
the pacts to enlist West German 
troops in Western defense would be 
approved without change. The Sen­ 
ate vote .was expected late Friday. 
The treaties then would go to Pres­ 
ident Rene Coty for signature. 
The National Assembly approved 
them Dec. 30. 
If the Council of the Republic 
(Senate) accepts the treaties as 
they stand, the Western Allies will 
have topped one of the biggest 
hurdles in bringing the Bonn Re­ 
public into their defense alignment 
Four smaller signatories have been 
waiting for a French decision be­ 
fore committing themselves. Nine 
of 15 countries involved have ap­ 
proved the treaties. The United 
States is still waiting to see what 
France does. 
Although the 320-member Coun­ 
cil is largely an advisory body, 
adoption of any amendments would 
further delay—and possibly scut­ 
tle—final ratification of the trea­ 
ties. The amended pacts would 
have to be returned to the National 
Assembly. A simple majority of 
the Assembly could overrule any 
council action. But the French- 
German controversy over the Saar 
has sharpened since the Assembly 
approved the treaties, and there 
was no guarantee the lower house 
would line up to override the sena­ 
tors. 
The biggest fight is expected to 
come over an amendment propos­ 
ed by Sen. Yvon Coude du Foresto 
on behalf of the Industrial Produc­ 
tion Committee. This would seek 
to p o s t p o n e ratification until 
France and the Saar conclude a 
new economic agreement now in 
the works. 
The complex of Paris treaties 
includes a French-speaking Saar. 
The small frontier industrial area 
has been autonomous but econom­ 
ically tied to France since World 
War II.

First Underground 
Atomic Blast Since 
1951 Set By U.S. 
LAS VEGAS, Nev. UFI — Army 
technicians early today readied 
the first underground atomic blast 
detonated in the United States 
since 1951. 
It was the first time since Atomic 
Energy Commission tests began 
that military personnel assembled 
and emplaced an atomic device. 
As usual with the Nevada tests, 
unfavorable weather could cause 
a postponement. 
No maneuvers were scheduled, 
although 280 armed forces observ­ 
ers were on hand to witness the 
test from five miles away. 
The AEC said that Army en­ 
gineers 
and 
ordinance 
experts 
would assemble and emplace the 
device under the supervision of 
AEC technicians. 
Yesterday’s explosion, sixth in 
the current test series, caused a 
flash seen in Los Angeles, San 
Francisco and Phoenix and sent a 
thin, white stream er of radioactive 
cloud drifting slowly over Las Ve­ 
gas at 40,000 feet. 
The AEC said the total measure­ 
ment of radiation received by Las 
Vegas, 75 miles away, was 174 
milliroentgens. It was t e r m e d 
harmless” by AEC technicians, 
and business in the city went on 
as usual. 
In May 1953, 2,500 milliroentgens 
—or 2.5 roentgens—fell on St. 
George, Utah. Townspeople were 
ordered to stay indoors several 
hours.

Signs Indicate 
Income Tax Cut 
Now Doomed 


House Democrats 
Take Bid For Slash 
To Joint Committee 


WASHINGTON UFI—House Demo­ 
crats carried their fight to cut 
everybody’s income taxes to 
Senate-House conference commit­ 
tee today. All signs indicated the 
move is doomed. 
The conference committee tack­ 
les the one sharp difference be­ 
tween tax bills passed by the House 
and Senate. 
In the House, Democrats pushed 
through, by a 219-205 vote, their 
plan to give a $20 annual tax cu'; 
to each taxpayer and each de­ 
pendent, starting Jan. I. 
They tied this to an Eisenhower 
administration bill to continue cor­ 
poration and excise tax rates for 
one more year. Under present law 
these rates would drop by three 
billion dollars a year on April I— 
just eight days away. 
The Senate defeated the $20-a- 
person tax cut by a 61-32 vote. 
Then it passed the extension of 
corporate and excise tax rates, as 
strongly urged by President Eisen­ 
hower. 
Highly placed House Democrats 
said they had little or no hope of 
getting Senate members of the 
conference committee, or the Sen­ 
ate itself, to change their stand 
against a tax cut. 
Thus, they conceded privately, 
they eventually will have to yield 
and accept the Senate bill to avoid 
the threatened big revenue loss 
from lowered corporate and ex­ 
cise taxes. 
The House, meanwhile prepared 
to consider a bill to repeal two 
provisions of the 1954 act which 
rewrote almost all federal tax 
laws. The provisions have been at­ 
tacked by Democrats as a busi­ 
ness “windfall” of one to five bil­ 
lion dollars. 
Secretary of the Treasury Hum­ 
phrey has urged repeal conceding 
the provisions were a “ serious mis­ 
tak e/’ But he contended the threat­ 
ened revenue loss would be in mil­ 
lions rather than billions. 
One section of the law 
gives 
some business firms a tax deduc­ 
tion for certain estimated future 
expenses. Another permits firms 
to defer payment of taxes on in­ 
come earned in one year for serv­ 
ices to be performed in the fu­ 
ture. 


Special Ejection Wailed 
Chester Voles Thursday 
On Charter Revision Plan 


Chester residents will vote on a 
proposed revision of the city’s 1907 
charter in a special election Thurs­ 
day, the third time since 1953. 
The poll at the City Hall will 
be open from 7 a. rn. to 7 p. rn. 
for balloting on the modernized ver­ 
sion of the charter which substi­ 
tutes a two-party primary election 
in place of the present caucus sys­ 
tem. 
All taverns and private clubs in 
the city will be closed during vot­ 
ing, Mayor George Scott said. 
In addition to the changes in 
the election procedure, the pro­ 
posed revision brings up-to-date the

New Effort In 2 Years 
Hinted By Riverlake 
To Get It On Ballot 


COLUMBUS, Ohio 
— North­ 
eastern Ohio’s dream of a Cleve­ 
land - to - East Liverpool “rubber 
railroad” has taken its third whip­ 
ping in six years 
The Ohio House Commerce and 
Transportation Committee today 
informed the House it has voted 
12-5 to postpone indefinitely further 
consideration of a bill to give 
Riverlake Belt Conveyor Lines, 
Inc., of Akron, public u t i l i t y 
status. 
That action—after a 9-9 tie last 
week on whether the committee 
should recommend House passage 
of the 
controversial 
measure— 
meant the bill is dead for this 
legislative session. Similar pro­ 
posals died in Senate committees 
in 1949 and 1951. No such proposal 
was made in 1953. 
The “rubber railroad” is envi­ 
sioned as a giant belt conveyor 
which would haul iron ore from 
Lake Erie to the steel plants of 
northeastern Ohio and transport 
coal from the Ohio River to Lake 
Erie for transshipment up the 
Great Lakes. 
Riverlake needs public utility 
status so it could obtain a right- 
of-way through the exercise of the 
right of eminent domain — seize 
private land, after paying for it, 
to insure that it would obtain the 
needed 100-mile straightaway for 
the 300-million-dollar project. 
H. B. Stewart Jr., Riverlake 
president and head of the Akron, 
Canton & Youngstown Railroad, 
told a newsman after last night’s 
committee defeat: 
“We 
are by no means dis­ 
couraged. We again have gotten 
an education.” 
While Stewart himself declined 
to be quoted, sources close to the 
Riverlake proposal indicated an at­ 
tempt may be made two years 
hence to get the belt conveyor 
proposal on the ballot—to let the 
voters themselves decide the is­ 
sue. 
Under that system—used suc­ 
cessfully several years 
ago to 
legalize the sale of yellow oleo­ 
margarine in Ohio — a petition 
would be presented to the Legisla­ 
ture to pass the belt conveyor 
proposal. In the Legislature failed 
to decide the issue in a manner 
satisfactory to belt line backers, 
the issue would go to the voters. 
The not-unexpected conveyor de­ 
feated highlighted a legislative day 
which saw these other important 
developments: 
The House approved and sent 
back to the Senate for acceptance 
of minor amendments a bill pro­ 
viding a $500 f i n e for a person 
who refuses to yield a telephone 
party line in an emergency. 
The House Elections and Federal 
Relations Committee killed a bill 
proposing establishment of day­ 
light saving time for all Ohio dur­ 
ing summer months. 
The House Health Committee 
killed a bill to create a separate 
state examining board for chiro­ 
practors. 
The House Conservation Com­ 
mittee failed to take action on a 
9-9 tie which developed last week 
on a bill to permit an open season 
on quail.

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Bingo In Politics 
Bingo is illegal in 39 states and the District 
of Columbia. But in 27 states there are pres­ 
sure campaigns to legalize it. 
Bingo is in politics. 
Nowhere is it in any deeper than in New 
York with its vast population, its ruthless well- 
heeled gambling organizations and its cynical 
political machines. 
Tn neighboring New Jersey, bingo has been 
the main reliance of the political infighters for 
the last decade. The present Democratic gov­ 
ernor of the state was elected on a straight 
pro-bingo platform. 
Bingo’s potency in New Jersey has been a 
shining example to politicians in New York, 
where the voting stakes and the bingo stakes 
are both much larger. 
The issue in New York at the moment is 
whether to legalize the gambling game right 
away, despite the fact all gambling is illegal 
under New York’s constitution, or whether to 
amend the constitution. That would be a long 
process; it could not be finished until 1958. And 
it could not be rigged by the pro-bingo ele­ 
ment, because it would require a referendum. 
Democrats in New York, as in New Jersey, 
have generally favored the quick, easy way of 
legalizing bingo. But the political dynamite in 
the bingo issue is the fact politicians are in no 
position to oppose the bingo racketeers sup­ 
porting what purports to be a drive in behalf 
of religious and charitable organizations. 
There is no visible means of popular support 
for an anti-bingo position in politics. Politicians 
who might take such a position are scared off 
by expendiency. They have no reason to believe 
anti-bingo voters would fight for them. But {hey 
have every reason to believe pro-bingo voters 
and the racketeers needling them into action 
in 27 states would fight against them. 
That is the history of pressure politics, and 
bingo today is the essence of pressure politics. 


No Place For Compromise 
The newest suggestion for getting rid of the 
issue of whether to appoint a state school board 
or ask voters to elect one is to split the dif­ 
ference and do a little of each. 
Representative democracy is rarely at its best 
when legislators try to get rid of tough issues 
by splitting the difference. 
Whatever can be said for compromise, there 
is nothing to be said for splitting the difference 
between right and wrong. That is not govern­ 
ment but evasion. 
The right way to set up a state school board 
in Ohio is to empower the governor to appoint 
its members, subject to approval by the State 
Senate. 
The wrong way is to let the board positions 
go by default to the candidates with the strong­ 
est minority backing in popular elections. There 
simply is no way for voters to know who would 
be qualified to serve on such a board. 
The proposal to have some members ap­ 
pointed and others elected amounts to splitting 
the difference between right and wrong. That 
is not government but evasion. 
The General Assembly should do this job 
right or not at all. No state board of educa­ 
tion at all would be better than a patchwork 
board with no common purpose or identity.

t h a t arise 
therefrom. 
Wheil one looks at a map of 
Asia, it appears to be a v e r y 
roomy place, but it needs to be 
remembered that its mountains 
are the highest on earth and some 
of its deserts are enormous. 
While such a desert as the Gobi 
is suitable, in places, for raising 
cattle, it is difficult to produce 
cereals, vegetables and such foods 
there. The population is therefore 
squeezed into the fertile areas, 
producing an undue density of pop­ 
ulation in certain places and a 
sparsity in others. 
In my own experience, I witness­ 
ed the constant struggle of moun­ 
tain and desert peoples to reach 
the river bottom lands. In China, 
this used to be called banditry. 


ACTUALLY, t h o s e who were 
termed bandits were the surplus 
population of villages in areas 
where hunger was the rule. The 
younger men who could not re­ 
main in the villages to eat the 
food needed by older men, women 
and children sought employment in 
China’s numerous armies or be­ 
came bandits. 
The Lincheng Bandits, some of 
whom I knew well, were respect­ 
able folks from 
the vicinity of 
Confucius’s birthplace who were 


forced to resort to kidnapping to 
get themselves employed in arm­ 
ies. By this means they obtained 
food. 
The cure for this condition is 
industrialization which means that 
the worker receives cash for his 
labor ami therefore can purchase 
food, even imported food. 
Industrialization is a slow pro­ 
cess and affects the lives of only 
thousands of people, while actual­ 
ly the problem involves hundreds 
of millions of people. 
Red China is now engaging in 
an 
imperialistic 
venture 
which 
could solve her hunger problem. 
The conquest of Indochina — the 
whole of it — and Thailand by Red 
China could provide ample rice if 
the farmers of those countries will 
work the paddy fields on a na­ 
tionalized basis. 


THOSE COUNTRIES can export 
rice, but Red China is not suf­ 
ficiently industrialized to provide 
them with manufactured goods. As 
a m atter of fact, Japan, if given a 
free hand, could develop a better 
trade with Indochina and Thailand 
than Red China can. 
On the other hand, Japan can 
purchase coal, hides, skins, wool 
and other commodities that Red 
China has to sell. 
Most Asiatic countries are con­ 
scious of their population prob­ 
lems but can take few practical 
steps about them. India has of­ 
ficially adopted birth control, but 
in China, family tradition is too 
firmly bedded in the idea of large 
families to be uprooted readily. 
While plural marriage and con­ 
cubinage no longer are legal, it is 
difficult to know what effect such 
prohibitions have had upon a peo­ 
ple who have so strong a tradition 
about the necessity for having 
male children. 
Also in most Asiatic countries, 
marriages take place early and 
therefore children are likely to be 
numerous in each family. Whether 
the advent of the Communists has 
resulted in later marriages, I do 
not know. In dealing with popula­ 
tion problems, the earlier the m ar­ 
riage, the more children are to be 
expected. 


INDUSTRIALIZATION may 
be 
the only peaceful solution to this 
problem of too many people but 
successful 
industrialization 
re­ 
quires a literate population and, 
with the exception of Japan, Asia­ 
tic countries continue to show a 
very high rate of illiteracy. 
The danger to the United States 
is that countries that have excess 
population do not value human life 
too highly and therefore do not 
fear 
the consequences of war. 
They take chances that Western 
countries would not take.

than the national labor leaders 
who were embarrassed when Anas­ 
tasio forced the turbulent Interna­ 
tional Longshoremen’s A s s n . to 
make him a vice-president. 
The longshore leaders don’t let 
themselves get p u s h e d around 
easily. Nor do they frighten swift­ 
ly. They did not want Tough Tony 
in their high command. But they 
had to take him, for he has a hold 
over the Brooklyn docks — and 
thus over much of this nation’s life 
stream. 


LEST YOU THINK t h e s e be 
strong words about a fellow like 
Anastasio, who officially has been 
the leader of just one local of 
longshoremen, let me rush you this 
incidental intelligence. 
Tough Tony’s elevation to the 
ILA 
vice-presidency 
is 
b e i n g 
watched very carefully by the Pen­ 
tagon. 
Our military people know that 
the man who controls the hook- 
wielders 
and 
the dockwallopers 
who load the ships on the Brooklyn 
waterfront is closely tied onto our 
entire system of aerial defense of 
the western part of this world. 
For in Brooklyn is the Army’s 
New York Port of Embarkation. 
This base is responsible for the 
logistical support of all American 
forces overseas. 
From these docks in Anastasio’s 
domain flows the materiel for our 
men and bases from frigid Thule 
near the Arctic to the steaming 
desert airfields of Casablanca. 


FROM THESE WHARVES stra­ 
tegic weapons and other 
equip­ 
ment sometimes are loaded for the 
critical Near East. But mostly, An- 
astasio's men load Army and other 
freighters bound for our depots on 
the Atlantic and the Mediterrane­ 
an. From the Brooklyn bases, the 
military runs a ferry system be­ 
tween ports in England, France, 
Italy — between Brooklyn a n d 
Bremerhaven and Leghorn. 
This ocean-going shuttle 
must 
not miss a single departure, or 
somewhere an air force base or a 
military b u i l d i n g program will 
miss a heart beat. 
Whether or not the military fer­ 


ry operates on time is now in Tony 
Anastasio’s hands. 
If he did not control the Brook­ 
lyn longshoremen, the rest of the 
ILA would never have made him 
vice-president — for they tried to 
get rid of him for more than a 
year. 
They felt that Tough Tony had 
been out front too much. They 
felt that he was a liability public 
relations wise. They brought strong 
pressure 
on 
Anastasio 
through 
what is called the Syndicate. 


THERE WERE m e e t i n g s in 
Pennsylvania, upper New Y o r k 
State and Chicago at which they 
tried to get others to “ convince” 
Tony to stop his drive for leader­ 
ship of this longshoremen’s union. 
But Tony was too powerful. He 
controlled half the men who work 
in the entire Port of New York. 
In Brooklyn there are 7,000 to 8,000 
active longshoremen. They m a k e 
up the biggest single section of 
the harbor. They are of conse­ 
quence to every merchant, any­ 
where in the U.S., who ships cargo 
abroad through New York. 
So Tony wouldn’t back down. He 
is fast with 
the 
footwork 
and 
very ambitious. He wants to be 
president of the International Long­ 
shoremen’s Assn. For the moment 
he is vice-president. If he hadn’t 
been 
chosen 
for 
the 
post 
he 
would have split the ILA in half 
and moved right out — perhaps 
tying up with independent long­ 
shoremen’s unions on the west 
coast. 
Now that Tony is a vice-president 
of the ILA, he becomes the storm 
center of a terrific battle inside 
the AFL. 


THE LONGSHOREMEN m a y 
soon be in the Teamsters Brother­ 
hood as a maritime division. They 
will then take with them, of course, 
their vice-president. Tony 
Anas­ 
tasio, who to such men as George 
Meany, Dave Dubinsky and the in­ 
fluential AFL vice-p r e s i d e n t 
George Harrison is a symbol of 
what they were fighting. 
These three AFL leaders were 
the ones who originally led the 
fight against the ILA — and they 
now apparently will make the fight 
again. Anything can happen. In the 
course of all this 
pushing 
and 
shoving there may be stoppages. A 
strike is the waterfront’s traditional 
show of strength. 
So the nation is caught up in all 
these counter-forces and may well 
get hurt where it can’t afford 
even to be scratched. 
All this is in flesh and blood, 
real in-person s t u f f . Guaranteed 
not a movie.

Secret Agreements Increase War Threat

Once Over

The news continues to be in­ 
credible. One would have thought, 
after the publication of the Yalta 
Papers, that the world would have 
had its fill of secret conferences 
at which statesmen trade away the 
principles of international morali­ 
ty for which American boys gave 
their lives. But just the same the 
proposal now is being made that 
some more top level conferences 
be held—this time between Mar­ 
shal Bulganin of Soviet 
Russia, 
President Eisenhower, Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill and the Premier of 
France. 
Sen. George, venerable Demo­ 
crat who is chairman of the Sen­ 
ate Foreign Relations Committee, 
has brought the idea of a top level 
conference 
into 
the 
headlines, 
though he frankly says the con­ 
ference shouldn’t be held till after 
France ratifies the new European 
agreements to permit Germany to 
rearm . 
This is substantially what Sec­ 
retary Dulles has outlined as a 
possibility after the Paris accords 
with Germany are ratified. 


DULLES QUALIFIES it a bit by 
pointing out that America would 
have to see a demonstration of 
good faith and tangible evidence 
that a conference would be able 
to accomplish something. 
Again and again the argument 
for top level conferences has been 
advanced by political factions in 
Europe on the socialist side who 
feel that the peace urge of the 
people everywhere can be satis­ 
fied politically by conferences with 
the Communists. 
The idea is that there is some 
magic in personal meetings be­ 
tween heads of states—as if the 
ambassadors regularly assigned to 
world capitals cannot 
negotiate 
when there is something to ne­ 
gotiate. 
Churchill, 
long 
accustomed to 
the deals of diplomacy, has spon­ 
sored the conference idea on the 
assumption that something might 
possibly be accomplished. 
He knows, of course, that the 
chances of any worth-while agree­ 
ment are practically nil but he 
favors a meeting anyway if only 
to placate the elements in opposi­ 
tion to him in his own country 
which keep bringing up the sub­ 
ject. 
Similarly left wing 
groups 
in 
Germany and France continue to 
harp on the proposal. 
The Communist propaganda all 
over the world, moreover, em­ 
phasizes that it is the Western 
world which refuses to sit down to 
talk things over. This intensifies a 
feeling among so-called neutral na­ 
tions like India that the West is 
bellicose and unwilling to make 
agreements to solve work! prob­ 
lems. 


WHAT THE MOSCOW govern­ 
ment knows, of course, is that 
international meetings s u c h as 
were held in Berlin and Geneva 
afford a big opportunity to divide 
the Western Allies. The Commu­ 
nists can count on the pressure of 
the Labor-socialist group to keep 
the conservative 
government of 
Churchill and Eden at odds with 
America. What finally results is a 
conference for the 
purpose 
of 
wearing down the adherence of 
the United States to moral prin­ 
ciple. 
The Yalta Conference was a sec­ 
ret affair. It tore to pieces the Atr 
lantic Charter. The Congress 
of 
the United States knew nothing 
about its details or its give-aways 
until it was too late to do any­ 
thing about them. It now is pro­ 
posed that secret diplomacy be

utilized to make a deal with the 
Communists and that the heads of 
the major powers sit down to try 
to appease the Soviets in their 
drive for world domination. The 
hopes of millions of people in sate- 
lite countries would 
thereby be 
crushed. The end result might well 
be further manifestations of ar­ 
rogance by the Communists which 
could only 
be 
resolved 
by 
an 
atomic war. 
The Soviets ‘have gained in the 
cold war through the conference 
method. They won their biggest 
victory at Geneva last year, and 
they were aided in that victory by 
the weakness of 
Great 
Britain 
and France. 


THE IDEA THAT three or four 
men can barter away the ideals 


of the world for expediency’s sake 
is not new. It happened at Munich 
because of a craven refusal to face 
the facts of an 
aggressor’* 
in­ 
satiable thirst for power. 
Yet, after the exposure of what 
went on at Yalta, the suggestion 
of more Yalta conferences now is 
seriously advanced. 
It is incredible news and can be 
explained only on the theory that 
many people here and abroad have 
been so frightened by the Com­ 
munist propaganda about atomic 
war that they are ready for peace 
at any price. 
This is the way to bring 
on 
World War III, just as World War 
II came one year after the Mu­ 
nich conference gave encourage­ 
ment to the aggressor. 


Decision At Yalta

Our Own Yalta Papers 


(The Yalta Papers show that as many as 45 
toasts were proposed at luncheons and dinner! 
immediately preceding important discussions. 
At one session after everybody else had been 
toasted there were toasts to the commem man 
and to the common woman.—Ed. note.) 
Yusupovsky Palace. Feb. 5—Thirty-six toasts 
were exchanged after which the subject of deal­ 
ing with pink elephants and tufted lizards with 
an electric light as a middle eye was taken 
up. 
Stalin said there were more than 50.000 pink 
elephants in the world, give or take a few 
optical illusions. Churchill remarked. “That’s a 
lot of elephants.” 
Roosevelt expressed 
the opinion 
the big 
pokers should have a unified policy about ele­ 
phants in any color. Gromyko remarked that at 
his last conference with Anthony Eden, Eden 
had agreed to leave the elephant and three-eyed 
lizzard issue to free elections with a choice of 
soda or ginger ale. 
Stalin urged that a count of spinning-heads 
in Outer Mongolia be taken. Churchill said the 
spinning head crisis seemed to him to be much 
closer than that. (Further records of his session 
were lost through the fact somebody gave them 
to the waiters in exchange for black coffee.) 


Same palace. Feb. 7—The previous world rec­ 
ord for assorted toasts were not broken. It was 
voted to keep trying. Gen. Borsilov asked for 
a stronger policy on quartet singing. Stalin said 
five men to a quartet was plenty. Churchill said 
two plus two equalled four, the limited number 
for a quartet as set at Dumbarton Oaks. 
Roosevelt said he had his own views on 
arithmetic, but that if Churchill would leave the 
room he would make any concessions Stalin 
desired. 
Gromyko asked for “Sweet Adeline.” Bohlen 
said he meant “The Old Oaken Bucket.” Roose­ 
velt said, “ I will agree to give China, the 
Kuriles and a year’s supply of iceboxes to Rus­ 
sia in exchange for a pitcher of ice water.” 
No further notes on this session. (It seems they 
were all made on carbon sheets but no paper.) 


I.ivadia Palace. March 3—New drinking rec­ 
ord claimed but disallowed by Olympics Toast 
Committee on ground some of the boys were 
pros. 
Hopkins asked if it had been put in writing 
that vodka glasses with long stems should be 
barred on the ground you could eat the stems 
without noticing it. Stalin expressed the belief 
that anybody who could drink vodka like a man 
would eat the stems first. 
Churchill asked that toasts be kept to s 
maximum of 42 because there had been com­ 
plaints the floor was revolving anyhow. Some­ 
body asked. “Is it true that Gen. Foch has just 
driven the Germans back across the Marne?” 
Stalin said. “ You are thinking of the wrong 
war.” Roosevelt said he would support Stalin in 
that contention. Eden said, “No comment, I’m 
a stranger here myself. ” 
Gen. Popinoff reported, from under a table, 
that Russia had just captured Iwo Jim a, Shang­ 
hai and Manila, using the eight-ounce, heavy 
duty vodka glass. Churchill said he didn’t think 
France would like this. Stalin asked who said 
anything about France. (The waiter was re­ 
ferred to an allied commission, dry, medium 
or on the sweet side). 


A highlight of the documents is­ 
sued by the S t a t e Department 
which purport to be the “rele­ 
vant” records of the Yalta confer­ 
ence is that Roosevelt believed 
that military considerations made 
it necessary to get Russia into the 
war against Japan. Because of this 
belief, Roosevelt is supposed to 
have made almost every conces­ 
sion that Stalin asked. Upon this 
point depends almost the entire 
responsibility for decisions which 
made communism paramount in 
Asia. 
The question at issue is whether 
our military authorities actually 
believed that the aid of Russia was 
essential to a relatively quick vic­ 
tory in the Far Ea§t. 
It has been the contention of 
representatives of the State De­ 
partment that the preponderance 
of military authority did so be­ 
lieve. Secretary Acheson 
in 
the 
MacArthur hearings in 1951 said: 
“ It was the then military opinion 
(at the time of Yalta) concurred in 
by everyone, that the 
reduction 
of Japan would have to be brought 
about by a large scale landing on 
the islands of Japan, and the fore­ 
cast of that fighting . . . indicated 
that it would be a very bloody 
and terrible battle. It was of the 
utmost importance that the Rus­ 
sians should come into the war in 
the Far East.” 
Adm. Leahy, who certainly had 
the deep confidence of Roosevelt, 
says in his book, “ I Was There,” 
that seven months before Y a l t a 
Admr. Nimitz and Gen. MacArthur 
met in Honolulu and agreed “ that 
Japan could be forced to accept 
our terms of surrender by 
the 
use of sea and air power without 
an invasion of the Japanese home­ 
land.” 
It is important to note that the 
foremost authority on the war in 
the Far East, Gen. MacArthur, 
was not consulted by the State De­ 
partm ent before Yalta. 
Admr. King, who was present at 
Yalta, had this to say 
on 
the 
subject in a reply to an inquiry 
from Sen. Knowland: 
“ I was agreeable to the entry 
of the U.S.S.R. into the war in the 
Far E ast It was the belief of the 
Navy that Japan could and should 
be defeated without an invasion of 
the home islands. Our contention 
was that blockade and bombard­ 
ment could bring about Japanese 
capitulation . . . 
“When the late President Roose­ 
velt asked me about making con­ 
cessions to Premier Stalin in order 
to get him to ‘play ball,’ I replied 
that I would concede him only the 
southern half of the 
Island 
of 
Sakalin . . . 1 did not attend any 


of the meetings between Roose­ 
velt, Churchill ami Stalin.” 
Moreover, there was a report 
by 50 War Department special­ 
ists, many of whom were of high 
rank, strongly advising against get­ 
ting the Russians into the war 
against Japan. A copy of this docu­ 
ment dated April 21, 1945, reached 
the hands of Sen. Bridges, although 
he was told by the Defense De­ 
partm ent that it was “probably 
destroyed.” 
This if a fairly complete reply 
to the statement of Acheson that 
“everyone” concurred in the view 
that invasion of the Japanese is­ 
lands was 
necessary 
and 
that 
Russia should be induced to enter 
the war. 
This strange discrepancy is not 
cleared up by the documents re­ 
leased on the Yalta Conference. It 
is clear that Alger Hiss, repre­ 
senting the State Department, had 
far more influence on Roosevelt’s 
decisions that MacArthur, King, 
and many other competent military 
experts. 
But Roosevelt was a desperately 
feeble man whose tendency was to 
trust his own opinions on military 
matters and whose impulsiveness 
had survived his sound judgment. 
That was the root of the tragedy 
at Yalta.

Those Yalta papers give an amazing picture 
of Joe Stalin as at all times the cool, grim, 
smart, tough operating realist, never for a 
moment living in a Never-Never land. The Rus­ 
sian leader is clearly shown by the official rec­ 
ords to have known what he wanted, stuck to 
it from the first to last. 
If Matusow ever serves that three-year jail 
term do you suppose anybody will ever make 
him a “trusty” ? 
British TV will black out from 6 to 7 every 
evening so British kids won’t be scampering 
away from dinner tables after bolting their 
grub. It will keep pop and mom through the 
dessert, too.

It is a fortunate 
city which has such a club, where 
the natural “gang spirit” of lads 
can find wholesome. expression; 
where hobbies can be pursued; 
where tenets of good character and 
citizenship can be inculcated in 
ways acceptable to youthful per­ 
sonalities.

Obviously, the American com­ 
muting pattern would never work 
out in Russia. For one thing the 
Russians, hardy and sturdy as they 
are, simply lack

And besides, as every Soviet 
citizen as been taught by Pravda,

Mental Cases 
Rise In Ohio 


Porterfield Notes 
Crowded Hospitals 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (B—The State 
Department of Mental Hygiene 
and Correction says the popula­ 
tion of Ohio mental, correctional 
and juvenile institutions continues 
to rise. 
In a report today the department 
listed the total now at 47,796, more 
than three per cent higher than at 
the same time last year. 
Greatest increase noted was in 
adult correctional institutions, re­ 
ported up nearly eight per cent 
over a corresponding period last 
year. The report said the 10,299 
inmates are lodged in facilities 
with rated capacity of only 7,200. 
Dr. J6hn D. Porterfield, depart­ 
ment director, said the large in­ 
crease in prison population stems 
from the “tremendous rise in 
crime during recent years.** 
Porterfield said that state men­ 
tal -hospitals hold 36,070 patients, 
in 27 institutions rated to hold only 
23,640. He said: 
“The increase in mental patients 


during the past year would have 
been still higher were it not for 
the substantial gains effect in re­ 
cent years in the rate of discharge 
of patients from Ohio’s mental hos­ 
pitals.** 
Inmates in state juvenile facilit­ 
ie s rose from 1,319 a year ago to 
1,429, and are held in institutions 
with a rated capacity of 1,100, the 
department chief said. 
“The juvenile problem is not 
only one of overcrowding but also 
of a lack of proper facilities to 
make operable a system of classi­ 
fication and treatment that would 
meet the needs of the boys and 
girls when classified as to person­ 
ality disorders and degrees of phy­ 
sical maturity,** Porterfield said.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (B—A new de­ 
tergent, made from sugar, prom­ 
ises to wash all the sand out of 
restaurant spinach and do a hun­ 
dred and one other jobs, a scien­ 
tist reported today. 
Dr. H. B. Hass, president of the 
Sugar Research Foundation, Inc., 
said in a paper prepared for a 
National Farm Chemurgic Coun­ 
cil meeting recent discoveries in­ 
dicate sugar can be used as a 
basic material for manufacturing 
many synthetics. 
He added that it is possible su­ 
gar may become a "cheap and 
abundant raw m aterial" u p o n 
which a whole new industry will 
be built. 
* 
He said the sugar detergents ap­ 
parently can be eaten without 
harm, giving them an advantage 
over some other washing com­ 
pounds. 
Rats were fed massive doses 
and thrived, Hass said. 
"The taste is extremely bland so 
it is expected that food uses will 
be possible after suitable testing 
which is under way," he said. 
The detergents can be used for 
washing the sand from spinach, 
and for removing insecticides from 
fruits and vegetables, because they 
are food and leave no harmful de­ 
posit, he reported. 
He also said the new detergents 
apparently are not irritating to the 
skin, as some others may be. 


"H ie most sensitive skins we 
could find have been washed with 
the new detergents without irrita­ 
tion," he said. 
The 20-year-old chemurgic coun­ 
cil voted to reorganize, placing 
more emphasis on research that 
will aid farmers. Strong*emphasis 
has been placed on helping indus­ 
try find new uses for farm crops, 
including waste farm materials.

Industry Expansion, Inflation 
Baruch Oles Reasons 
For Stock Price Boom 


WASHINGTON (^—Bernard M 
Baruch said today the main causes 
of the stock price boom are a vast 
expansion of industry and "the 
cumulative effects of the inflation­ 
ary policies which have been fol­ 
lowed over the past decade and a 
half." 
"If any economic danger threat­ 
ens today, it will be found not in 
the stock m arket itself but in the 
effects of this inflationary heri­ 
tage," the S4-year-old retired fi­ 
nancier and adviser to presidents 
told the Senate Banking Commit­ 
tee. 
Baruch, the final witness in three 
weeks of public hearings on the 
state of the market, came out 
strongly against any tax cuts now. 
Just as strongly he urged a bigger 
defense buildup. 
Stressing a need for a "sound 
government policy covering all the 
interrelated problems of econom­ 
ics, finance and national defense," 


Baruch made three general rec­ 
ommendations in his prepared tes­ 
timony: 
"I. Determine just what our na­ 
tional security requires, both what 
we and allies must do—and then 
do i t 
"2. Forego all tax reductions un­ 
til our defenses are made secure 
and the budget is balanced. Noth­ 
ing could inspire more confidence 
in the soundness of our economy 
thaw some reduction in the national 
debt (now over 276 billion dollars). 
"3. Discipline ourselves to what­ 
ever is required to win the cold 
war and real peace." 
Baruch aimed some plainly im­ 
plied criticisms at the Republicans 
now in power as well as at Demo­ 
cratic administrations of the p ast 
Hie tall, white-haired financier, 
who made millions in Wall Street, 
said the stock market is largely a 
mirror of the whole economy and 
the economy now is dominated by 
the cold war.

Apathy Declared 
Greatest Obstacle 
To Slum Clearance 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (J) — A Har­ 
vard University city planner says 
apathy is perhaps the greatest ob­ 
stacle to slum prevention and re­ 
habilitation. 
Reginald R. Isaacs, chairman of 
Harvard’s Department of C i t y 
Planning and Landscape Archi­ 
tecture, yesterday summed up a 
two-day conference on slum prob­ 
lems, held at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity. 
Isaacs said that in most cities 
people are too ready to accept the 
status quo and the limitations 
which prevent improvement 
Isaacs warned that slum prob­ 
lems must be anticipated. He said 
“Some of our newest subdivisions, 
new towns and dormitory commu­ 
nities have had built into them 
many of the factors which will 
measure them as slums in years to 
come. All of us know that present 
subdivision and regulation must be 


improved.” 
Isaacs said that many solutions 
advanced prove only partial and 
thus delay the real and lasting so­ 
lution. 
"No solution offered yet is a sub­ 
stitute for public housing, for the 
lowest income groups," he said. 
"No urban renewal project that I 
have yet seen or read about is a 
substitute for slum clearance."

HONOLULU US—Ground crews 
resume today the grim and hazard­ 
ous task of removing charred 
bodies from the wreckage of a big 
Navy plane which slammed into a 
mountainside yesterday, killing all 
66 persons aboard. 
Tile remains of 21 victims were 
brought down the almpst perpen­ 
dicular slopes of the Waianae 
Range by nightfall yesterday. Op­ 
erations halted then because of the 
treacherous descent and heavy 
rains. 


The Navy R6D crashed about 15 
miles northwest of Honolulu early 
yesterday in darkness and rain. 
The plane, operating under the 
Military Air Transport Service, 
was returning to Hickam Field 
after developing radio trouble on 
a flight to Travis Air Force Base, 
CaUf. 
Nine crewmen and 57 passen­ 
gers perished when the four-engine 
plane hit the bare face of PaU Kea 
peak, about 200 feet from the top.

Searchers Probe 
New Area Of Mine 
For Missing Bodies 
FARMINGTON, W. Va. (ill — A 
new area of the explosion-wrecked 
Jamison No. 9 coal mine was be­ 
ing explored today as the grim task 
of searching for the bodies of ex­ 
plosion victims continued around 
the clock. 
Seven bodies have been brought 
to the surface — the last at dusk 
yesterday—and the search contin­ 
ued for eight others. Fifteen men 
were entombed in the Nov. 13 ex­ 
plosion and a 16th was killed above 
ground. 
The new area being searched to­ 
day was in the southern heading 
of the huge mine, about two miles 
from the portal area where four 
bodies were found a week ago. 
In another section, in the north­ 
ern facing about a mile and a half 
from the portal area, three bodies 
were discovered in a 24-hour period 
ended last night. 
The last body brought to the sur­ 
face was that of Louis J. Beafore, 
29, a roof bolter. Beafore was not 
married. 
Work has been slowed because of 
roof f a l l s and serious explosion 
damage. A section of t h e mine 
was sealed last Saturday 
when 
some smoke and carbon monoxide 
was discovered. 
The entire operation was sealed 
four days after the explosion to 
[extinguish underground fires, and 
was reopened only this month.

Confusion Compounded 
George Has Administration 
Talking ‘Every Which Way’

WASHINGTON UFV-Twice within 
IO days, dignified Sen. George (D- 
Ga) has set the Eisenhower ad­ 
ministration to talking every which 
way. The result has been confu­ 
sion compounded. 
The 77-year-old Georgian simply 
said what was on his mind. If the 
Eisenhower 
administration 
had 
been as direct, there might have 
been no confusion. George is the 
Senate Democrats’ leader on for­ 
eign affairs. 
First he refused to accept the 
Yalta papers on a confidential bas­ 
is from Secretary of State Dulles. 
Then he suggested President Ei­ 
senhower sit down with the heads 
of the British, French and Russian 
governments to talk peace. He 
wanted it done soon. 
Here is what happened: 
A week ago Monday the State | 
Department said it was sending 
the Yalta papers — on the war­ 
time 
Roosevelt-Churchill - Stalin 
meeting—to six congressional com­ 
mittees and the Democratic and 
Republican leaders in both houses. 
Twenty-four copies were to be 
sent. Nevertheless, Dulles’ press 
officer Henry Suydam said the pa­ 
pers couldn’t be released publicly 
because they involved national se­ 
curity. 
Perhaps it slipped his mind, but 
Dulles 
has 
been 
around 
long 
enough to know one of the best 
ways to get anything out in the 
public is to hand it .around in Con­ 
gress, where a leak to a news-! 
paper is no surprise. 
If a member of Congress did 
“leak” the Yalta papers, of course, j 
the State Department could say it 
wasn’t responsible. But if Dulles 
didn’t think of this, George did. 
Backed by other Democrats, he re­ 
fused to accept the papers. 
He didn’t want to be blamed for 


any “leak” that happened, he said. 
Dulles then changed his mind. In­ 
stead of sending the papers to 
Congress, he said they would be 
available for inspection on request. 
On Tuesday Dulles said the pa­ 
pers would not be made public for 
some time, perhaps not for months. 
Tuesday night someone, presum­ 
ably in the State Department, 
which had the papers, “leaked” 
them to a newspaper. 
When word of this got around 
Washington the next day, Wednes­ 
day, Dulles released the papers 
publicly. Suydam said yesterday 
the State Department has made 
no investigation to find the “leak” 
although he had said it involved 
national security. 


Last Sunday, answering a ques­ 
tion on a TV program, George 
made his suggestion about Eisen­ 
hower meeting with the heads of 
the other big powers. On Monday 
and 
T u e s d a y 
administration 
spokesmen made a series of state­ 
ments which seemed to say both 
yes and no to George’s proposal. 


After two days of that no one 
could be sure what the adminis­ 
tration position was. For example. 
Sen. Knowland of California, Re­ 
publican Senate leader, came out 
of a conference with Eisenhower 
and said George’s idea wa* not 
the administration’s view.

Two former district profession­ 
al baseball players, believed to 
be the oldest set of diamond 
twins still living, will celebrate 
their 89th birthday Thursday. 
The Westlake brothers — Bob 
and George — formerly lived in 
East Liverpool and spent most 
of their life in the Pughtown 
area. 
In fact, Bob’s son, G e o r g e 
Westlake, still lives in Pughtown 
and is the proud owner of a col­ 
lection of clippings and photos 
depicting the career x>f the twins 
in the era of baseball before the 
padded glove and high salaries. 
The twins, shown above when 
playing with a New Cumberland 
team about 1905, spent a total of 
38 years in baseball, 21 f o r 
Bob and 17 for George. 
The twins are the only play­ 
ers in the photo with moustaches, 
George in the back row and Bob 
in the second row. 
For the first time in rn a n y 
years the twins won’t be together 
on their birthday. Bob now re­ 
sides in Miami, while George 
lives in Belmont, Belmont Coun­ 
ty. 
Born in Bellaire, March 24, 
1866, they moved to Pughtown 
at an early age where they first 
began playing baseball for the 
New Cumberland Blues, a fast 
moving semi-pro outfit. 
Bob was 
a 
catcher, 
while 
George handled third base. The 
identical twins gave umpires, op­ 
posing 
teams 
and 
spectators 
trouble telling them apart. 
A favorite trick was to bat out 
of turn, leaving the umpire on 
the spot when approached by an 
opposing manager who protested 
their antics. 
* 
Oldtime ballplayers in t h e 
area and throughout the valley 
may remember the remarkable 
twins who once played for the 
old East Liverpool E c l i p s e 
nine. 
A cousin of the baseball twins 
is Wally Westlake, currently a 
member of the American League 
champion Cleveland Indians. 
But the brothers do not have 
to depend on cousin Wally to 
give the family a name con­ 
nected with the American pas­ 
time. 
For Bob, whose career extends 
a few years longer than h i s 


I brother, played for 24 different 
clubs in his 21 years and George 
22 teams in 17 seasons. 
The two teamed up together 
on the same club five different 
seasons, with Sandusky in 1888, 
Springfield in ’89, Altoona in ’93, 
Hazelton in .’95 and Paterson, 
N. J. in 1897. 
Bob’s career behind the plate 
began with Wheeling in the Ohio 
State League in his first regular 
season after playing some With 
the New Cumberland nine. 
Highlights of his career are 
recalled by his son who related 
that his father once claimed a 
record of catching 75 straight 
ball games for Sandusky in the 
Ohio State League and then broke 
a Penn League record by catch­ 
ing 85 straight contests for Al­ 
toona in 1893. 
He was behind the plate in 
1890 
with 
Milwaukee 
in 
the 
Western League where he caught 
Clark Griffiths, who later be­ 
came a Chicago White Sox star 
and now is owner of the Wash­ 
ington Senators. 
In 1891 Bob was with Port­ 
land, Me., in the Atlantic League 
and Omaha, Neb. in ’92 then 
cracked the catching record at 
Altoona in 1893. 
The year 1894 found him per­ 
forming with Indianapolis of the 
old Western League. 
He remained during the 1895- 
96 
season 
with H a z e l t o n , 
then joined his brother in 1897 
at Paterson. There they played 
on the same team with Honus 
Wagner, erne of the games all- 
time greats at shortstop for the 
Pittsburgh Pirates. 
Bob moved to Lancaster, Pa., 
in 1898, Reading in ’99 and Cum­ 
berland, Md., in 1900. He was 
with Portland, Me., of the At­ 
lantic League for his s e c o n d 
hitch in 1901. 
In 1901-02 found him playing 
part of each season with New 
Orelans in the Southern Assn., 
where he batted over .400 in 35 
games. In 1903-04 he shifted to 
Corsicana, Tex., and p l a y e d 
against Branch Rickey, who was 
playing for Dallas. 
In 1905 he signed his final con­ 
tract with the Galveston entry 
in the Texas League and brought 
to a close his playing days. 
Bob in 21 years of play aver­ 
aged from 50 to 125 games a 
year which puts the figure at

George lists a career a few 
years shorter than his brother 
but nevertheless one packed with 
diamond action which began in 
1887 with Mansfield. 
The 
speedier 
of 
the 
two, 
George received much acclaim 
for his base running feats. He 
once claimed that he never had 
to be taken out of a game for a 
pinchhiter, pinchrunner or be re­ 
placed at the hot corner. 
In his ffrst three years of or­ 
ganized baseball he averaged 75 
stolen bases. 
His m ark of .372 was high dur­ 
ing his 17 seasons. 
In 1888 George played w i t h 
Sandusky and 1889 with Lowell, 
Mass., of the Atlantic League. 
During 1890 he shifted around, 
playing first with M a i n s t e e , 
Mich., in the Michigan League. 
However, the league folded and 
George went to Wheeling and 
then he signed with Canton in 4 
the old Central League where he 
played ball with Cy Young. 
George was in the lineup when 
Cy pitched his first no-hit, no­ 
run game against Mansfield. 
George left Canton and went 
on 
to the 
Pacific Northwest 
League and donned a Portland 
uniform. 
The 1892 season found George 
with Atlanta in the Southern 
league, Altoona in ’93 w i t h 
brother Bob, Scranton in ’94 and 
Carbondale in ’95. 
At Carbondale in the Pennsyl­ 
vania L e a g u e , George was 
awarded a gold cane for being 
voted the most popular piayer 
in the league. 
In 1896 he joined Hazleton and 
the following year was back in 


the Michigan loop with Grand 
Rapids where he played on the 
same team with Nick Altrock, at 
the time a fine young hurler 
who later became one of base­ 
ball’s famous clowns. 
George finally ended his play­ 
ing days in 1904 with Houston 
in the Texas League.

The county streams have not yet 
leveled off to make good fishing 
with the exception of Beaver Creek 
in the vicinity of Ga vers, which is 
up in the headwaters. We have not 
had good spring fishing in recent 
years along our streams on account 
of high water and siltation. Since 
we have had so much precipitation 
in the form of snow the past win­ 
ter there seems to be the possibil­ 
ity of less rain than usual this 
spring.

NOW IT can be told. . .During 
the past winter the Ohio Division 
of Wildlife has been using modern 
methods to apprehend deer poach­ 
ing. A group of two to six special 
enforcement officers have b e e n 
brought in to this county, a l o n g 
with a two-way radio equipped air­ 
plane patrolling the county on spe­ 
cial assignments. 


The airplane is used to spot the 
hunters and communicate direct to 
the radio equipped car of the game 
protector. Although this operation 
has not resulted in any arrests in 
this county it has been the means 
of five arrests for illegal deer hunt­ 
ing in District 3 since Jan. I. 
If sportsmen and farmers would 
co-operate with the local game pro­ 
tector by reporting illegal d e e r 
hunting, the enforcement section 
has modern detection methods to 
trace down the violators and ap­ 
prehend the guilty party. People 
this day and age know the fish and 
game laws and most of the viola­ 
tions are deliberate. Your one-man 
game protector could never pre­ 
vent violations in his county but 
when violations reach the p o i n t ! 
where extra enforcement is needed! 
we have the men available to do 
the job.

Former Qty Teacher 
Addresses Qub On 
Experiences In Egypt 


Six of the seven new members 
of tho Board of Directors of the 
Rotary Club for the year beginning 
July I were elected at Tuesday’s 
luncheon meeting in the Travelers 
Hotel. 
A tie vote resulted for the sev­ 
enth post. This will be settled by a 
toss of the coin or by some other 
method. 
The new directors include Edwin 
Bayley, Walter Dlugozima, 
Dr. 
C. M. Mayberry, John Pinney, Ray­ 
mond Parker and Sidney C. Porter. 
The directors will meet soon to 
elect a president, vice president, 
aecretary, treasurer, sergeant-at- 
arms and assistant. 
Mrs. Kathryn Ogilvie Olsen, for­ 
mer East Liverpool High School 
teacher, who sp€nt three years in 
a United Presbyterian school for 
girls in Egypt, was the g u e s t 
speaker. 
Much of her talk concerned con­ 
ditions in Cairo, which she de­ 
scribed as a cosmopolitan city. One 
section consists of f i n e streets, 
up-to-date hotels and homes and 
modern in every respect. 
However, in another part are the 
slums where the poorer class live, 
just as in the average American 
city, she said. 
The custom of women wearing 
veils in Egypt has gradually dis­ 
appeared, Mrs. Olsen said. S h e 
said that some of the men appear 
on the streets, garbed in flowing 
native costume and others in west­ 
ern dress. 
She lauded the work of the Amer­ 
ican missions in the operation of 
schools and hospitals and s a i d 
there is h great need for teachers 
and missioners. 
Girls represting 18 nationalities 
attend the school, she said. 
“My three years in Egypt taught 
me people should be tolerant and 
have a better understanding of each 
others problems,” she said. 
John Pinney, president, presided. 
About 65 members and guests were 
present. Donald Burbick was pro­ 
gram chairman. Group singing was 
directed by George Mueller.

Robert 
Black, White president, announced 
yesterday his company's plan to 
buy the Springfield property, but 
did not disclose the amount of the 
offer to National Supply. The 
Springfield plant had sales of IO 
million dollars last year and is 
one of the nation’s major pro­ 
ducers of diesel engines. 


Expert Warns 
Farm Families 
Of Peasantry 
COLUMBUS, Ohio (^Peasantry 
will be the fate of many Ameri­ 
can farm families unless problems 
of surplus crops and low income 
farm families are solved, says 
an agriculture expert. 
John H. Davis, former assistant 
to Secretary of Agriculture Ben­ 
son, said yesterday farm econom­ 
ic conditions have left “over a 
million farm families stranded on 
farm units wjiich are too small.” 
He told the National F a r m 
Chemurgic Council, meeting here, 
that “the same concentrated high 
qualify type of research which 
perfected the jet plane and th e 
H-bomb can devise ways by which 
producers and businesses can as­ 
sume many storage, merchandis­ 
ing and prize stabilizing functions 
now being performed by govern­ 
ment.” 
Agricultural research has been 
conducted on a “piecemeal basis,” 
Davis said. It has thrown condi­ 
tions out of balance by creating 
productive capacity for w h i c h 
there is no market, he added. 
Now director of an agricultural 
project at Harvard University, Da­ 
vis said research should be aimed 
at* the improvement, expansion and 
development of markets.

Highlights of today’s opening 
session included lectures on bee­ 
keeping, forestry and how eastern 
markets affect farm prices here. 
About 900 farmers and their 
wives attended yesterday’s ses­ 
sions. They heard conferences on 
soil needs in corn raising, feeds 
for chickens, and raising children.

Rosenthal, 22, is accused of k il­ 
lin g Carter, an Air Force friend, 
in a Memphis hotel and stuffing 
the body in a closet.

Carter, 26, newly discharged 
from the Air Force, was en route 
home to his wife and young daugh­ 
ter when killed last Dec. 3. Rosen­ 
thal contended Carter’s death was 
an accident. 
The young airman testified Car­ 
ter playfully pointed a .44 pistol 
at him during a pillow fight and 
was shot in the head when the 
gun was knocked aside by a pil­ 
low. 
The two men, both stationed at
